Dleveland Escapes Bitter Criticism by 
Sending a War Ship—Enogland’s Attitade 


Administration Admirers Pisced in an 
Unenviable Position=Boutelle Still 
Harping on Blood=Gray Piays Chief 
Cuckoo in the Senate. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Special, }— 


President Cleveland undoubtediy escaped a 


tremendous burst of adverse criticism in Con- 
gress by dispatching the warship Philadelphia 


to the Hawaiian Islands. The news that the 


plucky little republic had asserted its 
maphood by declirfing to treat Englishmen 


in any different mauner from the rebels 


ot other nationalities, created a wave of 
favorable comment jn both Senate and 
House, and Representative Storer of Cincin- 
nati promptly introduced a resolution asking 
the State Department for information ‘as to 
the interference of subjects of Great Britain 


in the recent uprising. It is generally 
admitted, of course, that the Brit- 
ish Minister was exactly right 


in demanding that subjects of his Queen 
‘should not be deprived of their lives on ac- 
count of their participation in, the rebeilion, 
but at the same time only words of congratu- 
lation could be heard for the bold stand taken 
by the Republic of Hawaii, a stand which 
is justified by every precept of international 
law and which could be abandoned 
only by a nation so manifestly weak as to be 
in terror of the resentment of the country 
making the demand fora mitigation of sen- 
tence. Representative Hitt of Illinois, at the 
head of the Republican minority on the Com. 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, declares positively 
that Davies, the man who had charge of the 
landing of the arms, should be either executed 
or expatriated, and he points to the fact that 
Great Britain could not possibly object to 
such a sentence, as it was exactly course 
taken by that government in dealing with the 
men who instigated the Athenian. uprising and 
brought arms into Ireland for the purpose of 
rebellion against the Crown. 

There has also been much discussion among 
Senators and Representatives about the atti- 
tude of President Cleveland and the State De- 
partment in regard to the manifest interfer- 
ence of British subjects, and there was fre- 
quently quoted a remark made originally by 
a famous member of the diplomatic corps 
and subsequently repeated in various high 
official quarters that the interests of Great 
Britain in Washington would not be more 
efficiently guarded than under President 
Cleve ' foreign policy if Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, were 
installed as the successor of Secretary Gresh- 


am. 
The debate in the Senate today was not as 
animated as would have been the case had the 
ship not been promptly dispatched from San 
Francisco, the Republican and Democratic 
friends of Hawaii having come to an informal 
conclusion to the effect that they bad gained 


a substantial victory and there was 
no necessity for taunting the Presi- 
dent at having been compelled to 
yield to the force of public opinion. Annexa- 


tion with Hawaii, direct cable communica- 
tion between San Francisco and Honolulu, 
the establishment of our naval station at 
Pearl Harbor, and in a lesser degree the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal have all 
been hastened by the outbreak in the islands, 
and, so far as Congress is concerned, the 
cuckoo friends of the Presidents un-Ameri- 
can foreign policy will have to sing low for 
the rest of this session, and probably for- 
ever. 

Amid the gloom caused by the news from 
the island home in the Pacific there is a ray 
of sunlight at the Hawaiian Legation in this 
city caused by the arfival of a daugh-

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POPULAR MOVEMENT FOR GOOD ROADS. 


Greater Iaterest Being Taken in All Parts 
of the United St: tes, 

Wasuinerox, D. C., Jan. 21.—Official re- 
| ports of the Bureau of Road Inquiry show 
that increased interest is being taken in the 
good roads movement and that a largo pro- 
portion of the railroad companies have agreed 
to further the movement by offering very low 
rates whenever any gonerul movement is start- 
ed. Gen. Roy Stone, in charge of the bureau, 
said: In Indiana and Missouri great inter- 
est is being taken in the. movement. In Ne- 
braska there is not much need for general 
road improvements except in the river coun- 
ties. Owmg to the naturally good roads, 
helped lately by the very dry weather, Kansas 
is interested in the question and anxious to 
make the improvements and the Legislature 
will undoubtedly take up the matter and make 
decided changes in legislation. Nearly all of 
the Southern States are taking some steps in 
road building, either by increased use of con- 
vict labor or by county bonding. Michigan 
will take some important steps this winter to 
make its county roads law more suc- 
cessful. very energetic movement is in 
progress in isconsin. General opinion 
favors convict and tramp labor for road im- 
proveinent. The main idea is to use State 
prison convicts in preparing road materials, 
working in quarries where they can be guard- 
ed,and to use tramps, county prisoners, and 
— N convicts in macadamizing the 
roads, 


AGAINST THE ALASKA LIQUOR SCHEME. 


Western Men Strongly Opposing the Bill 
te Licensé Saloons. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 21.—Representa- 
tives Boen of Minnesota, Avery of Michigan. 
and Perkins of Iowa, members of the Terri- 
torial committee, have united in a minor- 
ity report against the passage of the 
bill amending the liquor laws of 
Alaska, which’ authorize the Governor 
of Alaska to issue a license in every town in 
that Territory of 100 or more white inhab- 
itants to sell intoxicating liquors to white 
people; also to manufacture and sell brewed 


or malt liquors to white people. The 
license fee is fixed at $500 a 
year, The passage of the bill is 
urged by the Gevernor of Alaska 


under the plea that the present law cannot be 
enforced and therefore results in giving free 
whisky to Alaska. “ While we are not dis- 
posed to controvert this plea,“ says the re- 
bort, we confess that we are not able to un- 
derstand how the establishment of breweries 
and the license of a hundred or more saloons 
in Alaska would remedy the evil.“ 


HERBERT WANTS THE BILL PASSED. 


He Thinks Civilian Witnesses Necessary 
on Naval Courts- Martial. 

Wasniscton, D. C., Jan. 21.—In reporting 
the bill to compel and require the presence of 
civilian witnesses before naval courts-mar- 
tial and courts of inquiry the Naval Appropria- 
tions committee of the House submits a letter 
from Secretary Herbert strongly urging the 
proposed legislation. The Secretary first calls 
attention to the fact that there is no law on 
the subject referred to, and adds: The un- 
willingness of civilians to appear. before 
such courta as witnesses in cases of 
gross negligence, in the payment of debts, 
scandalous conduct, fraudulent acts, 
etc., and the inability of naval courts to com- 
pel such witnesses to appear and to testify 
render it occasionally impracticable to bring 
to trial persons,whose conduct causes discredit 
to the seryice. On the other nand, it is equally 
true that one in the navy might be convicted 
justly in consequenceof being unable to com- 
pel the attendance of civilian. wituesses.

CARLISLE WANTS GREATER USE OF 
SILVER OERTIFIOATES. 


Has a Conference with House Appropria- 
tions Committee Over the Adoption of 
a Policy That Will Put Into Circula- 
tion Small Denominations in Place of 


on SatieJudge Ricks Makes a State- 
ment Touching His Case. 

Wasninatros, D. C., Jan. 21.—An impor- 
tant meeting of the House Appropriations 
committee was held today, in which Secretary 
Carlisle took part at the request of Chairman 
Sayers. The conference was over the adop- 
tion of a policy by which the Secretary hopes 
to put into circulation an increased volume of 
silver certificates of small denominations in 
place of Treasury notes. The committee decid- 
ed to strike from the sundry civil .appropria- 
tion bill a stipulation that for several years has 
been added to the item providing for printing 
Treasury notes to replace those received at 
the Treasury, Secretary Carlisle stated that 
it was his desire to get more silver certificates 
of small denomination into the hands of the 
people, but explained that other notes occu- 
pied the field crowded them out. 

Several members of the committee led the 
discussion from the question at issue into the 
byways of finance. Once Representative 
Sibley of Pennsylvania asked the Secretary 
what objection — would be tou system of 
redeeming notes in gold and silver at the op- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury instead 
of the holder. 2 

It that policy had been inaugurated at 
the beginning of resumption,”’ answered the 
Seeretary, it would have worked bene- 
ficially, and no trouble would have arisen 
from it. But my predecessors have followed 
the policy of redeeming in goid or silver 
at the option of the holders 
of paper, and any Secretary who tried to 
chan ze this policy and force silver on a man 
who wanted gold, or vice versa, particularly 
at such a critical period as we have been pass- 
ing through, would have precipitated dis- 
astrous results. 

Seven hundred thousand dollars in gold was 
today withdrawn from the New York Sub- 
treasury, $600,000 of it being for export. 
This leaves the true amount of the goid re 
serve $69,963,117. 

Two financial bills were introduced today 
by Representative Warner (N. Y.), a mem- 
ber of the Banki committee. 
maintain the pon of the United States, 
gives the Secretary of the Treasury discre- 


tionary authority to issue bonds in 
denominations of $50 and mul- 
tiples thereof, payable in coin at the 


option of the United States after three years 
and due in ten years with interest ak 3 per 
cent, providing the total outstanding issues 
shall not at any time exceed $250,000,000. 
Also authorizing the appropriation of surplus 
revenue to the redemption of these bonds 


upon the most advantageous terms 
he can secure. The second bill, 
“To reduce the demand obligations 


of the United States and for other purposes, 
proposes to repeal the act of 1878 forbidding 
the further retirement of legai tender notes, 
and provides that all hereafter received, ex- 
cept those issued under the act of 1890, shall 
bedestroyed. Tocarry out the redemption 
of notes the Secretary is author- 
ized to sell no bonds at less than 
par similar to those described in the act of 
1870, except that interest may be fixed at the 
most advantageous rate not exceeding 3 per 
cent. Also to repeal the provision of the 
bankmg act of 1882 that stipulates that no 
national bank that makes a deposit of lawful 
money to withdraw its circulating notes shall 
be entitled to receive any increase of its cir- 
lation for the period of six months. 


DEBS ET AL. CAN GET OUT ON BAIL, 


United States Supreme Court Places Their 
Bonds at $2,000 Each. 


Wasninetonr, D. C., Jan. 21.—!Special.]— 

The Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day ordered that Eugene V. Debs and his as- 
sociates in jail in Illinois be admitted to bail 
in the sum of $2,000 each. The hearing to 
show cause is to be heard March 25. 
[The Federal authorities in Chicago will tale 
no action in admitting Debs and his fellow-offi- 
cers of the American Railway Union to bail until 
they receive the certified copy of the order in the 
Supreme Court from Washington. Marshai Ar- 
nold said: I have seen Judge Grosscup since 1 
learned of the admission of the men to bail 
and he told me to call: to see him in 
the morning. He did not think it wise 
to take up the question until we were 
in possession of legal notification. The ad- 
mission to bail and the passing upon the bonds 
will probably come before Judge Woods, who 
had not returned from Indianapolis yesterday. 
but who will be in the city on the assembling of 
the Court of Appeals this morning. Having

JUDGE RICKS MAKES A STATEMENT. 


Declares the Charges Against Him Are 
Unſounded and Malicious, 

Wasnineaton, D. C., Jan. 21.—Judge A. J. 
Ricks of Cleveland, O., accompanied by his 
counsel, has arrived in Washington to appear 
before the Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to answer the charges preferred 
against him by the Central Labor Union of 
Cleveland. In answer to questions by a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press Judge 
Ricks today said: 

»The substance of the charge made is that 
I have retained fees claimed by me, by virtue 
of my former clerkship, which I should have 
paid over to the United States. There is ab- 
solutely no truth in this charge. The whole 


accusation embraces three items ag- 
gregating some $766, and in 
my reports as clerk for the

. ONLY TROUBLE IS SWINGING WIRES. 


Telegraph and Telephone Companies Get 
Through Without Much Difficulty. 
That the telegraph and telephone com- 
panies did not lose half of their wires is an 
unexplainable mystery to the heads of the 
operating departments. J. C. Barclay, night 
chief of the Western Union, said: We suf- 
fered but little inconvenienc from the storm, 
which was one of the worst that have visited the 
lines for years.

the first place rather than erect stationary

Ar a meeting of the Providence, R. I., 
District Assembly of the Knights of Labor 
held day before yesterday resolutions were 
adopted that Grand Master Workman Sover- 
eign and other officials ‘‘are endeavoring to 
collect money from the working people of 
this country to support themselves in idle- 
ness. Those persons are spoken of alse as 
„ truckling knaves whose aim is to barter the 
suffrages of the citizens of this order,“ The 
District Assembly resolved that it would pay 
no more taxes for the support of Sovereign 
and others, and cailed on other assemblies to 
meet next month with this one and co- 
operate in an attempt to reorganize the 
order. One of the speakers at this meeting 
criticised Sovereign's proclamation and his 
general conduct during the Debs strike as be- 
ing of a most foolhardy character.“ 

These resolutions and speeches show that 
the intelligent members of the order in New 
England are getting Bick of the brawling 
demagogue whom they put at the head of the 
organization. He has had a full year in 
which to show off, and he has not said or 
done a wise thing during that time. He is 
for free silver, for Debsism, and for every- 
thing which is injurious to the interests of 
the workingmen. It is strange that the 
Rhode Island members should have coptrib- 
uted to his support so long. 


A CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION NOT 
WANTED. 

Three weeks ago a joint resolution was pre- 
sented in the Legislature for submission 
to the people next year of the question whether 
they want a convention called to revise, alter, 
and aniend the Constitution. It was stated in 
the preamble that the farmers, the manu- 
facturers, the merchants, and other classes of 
the community were pining for sucha con- 
vention so as to be ableto secure needed 
legislation which they could not get because 
of the restrictive provisions of the present 
organic law. 

This joint resolution has been printed in all 
the papers of the State. It has been read by 
a majority of the voters. But they have re- 
ceived this proposition, which it is alleged is 
for their benefit and is made in compliance 
with their wishes, with a coolness and indlif- 
ference which must be distressing to its 
author, for it practically gives the lie to all 
his statements. : 

There have been no meetings, large or 
small, where resolutions have been adopted 
urging the Legislature to pass this one. No 
petitions have been sent to the General Assem- 
bly praying for its adoption. Here and there a 
tax-eater, a railroad attorney, or a crank who 
wants to see his crankery imbedded in the 
Constitution has lifted up his voice in favor 
of the convention. The people generally have 
been contemptuously silent. 

The truth is that they are not hankering for 
changes. There are men who want to see all 
sorts of amendments made. Each of them 
says that the people are wild to get his pet 
measure, which he offers as the panacea for 
all the ills that affect the body politic. In 
reality the people care nothing about his 
proposition. When an amendmeat is sub- 
mitted to them that they actually are inter- 
ested in they will give it all the votes that are 
needed. 

But it may be said that the Constitution 
provides that only one amendment can be 
submitted ata time, and that that makes it 
very difficult to get a proposition through the 
Legislature because there is such a strife for 
the right of way. If it is really the case that 
there are several amendments which are 
favored by a large number of the voters and 
which ought to be submitted within two 
years, instead of waiting four, six, or eight, 
then let the friends of those amendments pur- 
sue the course pointed out by Tus Tam 
last year. 

That is to put through the Legislature, first, 
an amendment to the effect that three or four 
amendments may be submitted at the same 
time, and to the further effect that any other 
propositions submitted at the same time as 
this one and ‘receiving a majority of all the 
votes cast shall be held to be valid. Then let 
the Legislature proceed to submit three or 
four other amendments which they may think 
are called for by the people. en the elec. 
tion is held in November, 1896, all these 
amendments will be on the officia: ballot, and 
the voters will signify their approval or dis- 
approval of each one. 

When the State officers come to make their 
canvass they will canvass first the vote for the 
first amendment. If it has received a consti- 
tutional majority they will declare it ratified, 
Then it will be a part of the Constitution— 
not merely the first clause, which deélares 
that a larger number of amendments may be 
submitted biennially, but the second clause, 
which declares that the other amendments 
submitted in November, 1896, shali be valid 
if they have received votes enough. Then the 
canvassing board will proceed to canvass the 


votes on the other propositions, and will de- 
clare those ratified which have received a con- 


stitutional majority. 
This is a feasible plan. This gives an op- 


portunity to offer some amendment the 


farmers are yearning for and one the manu- 
facturers desire. But what are those amend- 
ments? Nobody knows. It was stated in the 
preamble to the convention resolution that 
restrictiveyprovisions made it impossible for 
farmers and others to get the legislation they 
needed. Thereupon Taz Taisuys called on 
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for a list of the things which ought to be done 
but could not be because of the inflexible Con- 
stitution. 

No reply has been made yet, though nearly 
three weeks have elapsed. One would have 
thought an individual who professed such 
thorough familiarity with the entire subject, 
and who claimed to kaow exactly what every- 
body wanted, would have responded at once, 
But he hes not done so. Tun Tribune ex- 
pected nothing else. It has found that these 
constitution mongers are great on generalities 
and fight exceedmgly shy of details. They 
say the people are ciamoring for numerous 
amendments.” Ask them what people and 
what amendments ”’ and they are mum. 

For they do not like to mention the amend- 
ments they really desire, which would enable 
municipalities to pile up new issves of bonds 
for the benefit of sharks and impose new 
taxes for the benefit of tax-eaters, aud put it 
in the power of corporations to get special 
privileges by the simple expedient of paying 
members of the Legislature fof them. And 
they do not specify other amendments of a 
less harmful nature and say the people want 
them. They are afraid that either by silence 
or by protest the people would say they 
wanted nothing of the kind. 


PLANS OF THE DRAINAGE TRUSTEES, 

The other day Tun Txreune said that the 
Drainage Trustees would run out of money 
befure they got through with their work and 
suggested that they inform the taxpayers of 
the district what their plan was for obtaining 
the needed revenue. They have done 60. 
They state that they intend to ask the Legis- 
lature to raise the yearly tax, which is now 
one-half of 1 per cent, to 144 per cent. This 
will add to the revenues more than two mill- 
ions annually and will make it an easy task 
for the board to complete the drainage chan- 
nel from Robey street to J oliet. 

The taxpayers may think that this is piling 
on the agony. The School Board says it 
wants about two millions more. The Drain- 
age Trustees want two millions more. The 
city will collect every cent it can. So will 
the county and the parks, The taxpayer’s 
lot is nota happy one, for paying taxes just 
now on the basis of smaller profits and de- 
ereased rentals is not easy. 

Nevertheless it is economyto go on with 
the work. To stop it for a year or so until 
enough money had been accumulated to en- 
able operations to be resumed would be an 
expensive blunder. Enough money must be 
provided so the board can pay the contractors 
without delay and complete the channel in 
1897, which the trustees say that they can do 
at a cost, the land purchases included, of 
twenty-eight millions. 

But the trustees leave it to be inferred that 
they are going to ask for this 1 per cent ad- 
ditional not for a few years, until the drain- 
age channel is completed, but for all time. 
That may not meet with the approval of the 
taxpayers. For while the assessment has not 
increased of late, it will within a few years, 
and then the board will be in receipt of a 
heavy income which it will feel called on to 
spend, perhaps for purposes which may not 
meet with public approval, There can be no 
objection to an increased tax levy till the 
work is done, but there may be an objection 
to a perpetual grant. 

It is understood that as soon as a bill is pre- 
sented embodying the legislation the trustees 
wanta rush will be made for it by some of 
the representatives from valley towns, who 
will try to engraft on it amendments which 
will make it unacceptable to the citizens of 
Chieago. It is stated that one of them will 
be to the effect that the Sanitary District must 
erect at once swing bridges over the drainage 
channel, while it isan evident waste of money 
to do so until, as is stated in the law, the Gen- 
eral Government has improved the naviga- 
tion of the Deaplaines and of the Illinois so 
that the channel, looked at from a navigation 
point of view, will not end at Lockport but at 
the Mississippi. The deep water navigation 
people say that the government is going to im- 
prove the Desplaines and the Illinois. When the 
government does, permanent bridges will be 
replaced by swing bridges and not before. 
This amendment must be defeated. 

It is understood that another one is designed 
to make it easy for the owners of low lands iu 
the valley to recover from the Sanitary Dis- 
trict on account of alleged’ damage to their 
property. They would like to have all the 
limitations and conditions in the present law 
repealed so that they can collect annually 
from the district, in the shape of damages, 
about all their land is worth. Nothing of this 
kind will be submitted to, and the trustees 
must not make such dangerous compromises 
and concessions to facilitate the passage of 
their bill. 


THE PACIFIC RAILROAD DEBTS. 
The suit for foreclosure of the first mort- 


gage on the Union Paciffe railroad must be 
understood as part of a movement intended 
to force the Government of the United States 
into settling its claims on the whole Pacific 
system, and doing so on terms which would 
involve a vast loss to the people. It is ad- 
mitted to be the intention to foreclose the 
first mortgage on all of the chief branches 
unless the government will consent to com- 
promise ona third part of the interest the 
company pledged itself to pay. Ccngress is 
asked to pass a bill providing for a 2 per cent 
blanket mortgage instead of the 3 per cent 
that ought to be paid, and in demanding this 
the receivers have the colossal cheek to ad- 
mit in their memorial that doubtless they 
would be able to meet all interest in arrears 


Prior to the filing of the bills before a decree 
in foreclosure and for the sale of the property 
could be reached. But they say that in view 
of the rapidly approaching maturity of the 
bonds secured by those mortgages the suits 
will have the effect of a foreclosure for the 
Prineipal sums secured by those mortgages, 
and must be treated as though the said bonds 


were overdue for principal as well as in de- 
fault for interest. 

Apparently the expectation is that due con- 
sideration of the matter cannot be made dur- 
ing the present short session of Congress, ‘and 
that by the beginning of the next regular ses- 
sion it will be too late te protect the interest 
of the government, in other words that of the 
people. The men in the movement are not 
taking into account the possibility of the mat- 
ter being dealt with in special session before 
next winter. It is reasoned that if the suit be 
pressed promptly and the property go to a 
sale it might not bring any more, and per- 
haps not so much as the first mortgage and 
interest, the amount of which is about 32 
millions. In that case the government would 
lose its entire claim of 70 millions, and this 
is urged as a reason why a settlement should 
be made now on terms which the proposers 
have the impudence to claim would be ad van- 
tageous to the government. 

As might have been expected, the affairs of 
the Central Pacific railroad are being pressed 
for settlement also. The basis is slightly dif. 
ferent, but fully as iniquitous. The default 
to pay interest last week clearly invoives the 
forfeiture of the line and of such of its lands 
as have not been sold to bona fide holders. 
The governmént is asked to extend the time 
50 or 100 years, and at a very low rate of in- 
terest, but very conveniently no attention is 
called to the fact that at the end of even the 


shorter term it would be left in the lurch, as 


the Central Pacific was organized under the 
laws of California, which reauire it to be dis- 
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that being fifty years from the date of its or- 
ation. Its total debt over and above the value 
of the road is about 170 millions, which, less 
the sinking fund, as stated by Mr. Reilly, 
leaves the company insolvent to the amount 
of 147 millions. This, though, as 
stated by Mr. Pattison in his mi- 


nority report to the House, if the stock had, 


been paid up to the amount of $16,699,204, 
as the law required, and as Mr. Stanford 
swore it had been, when, in fact, only $760,- 


000 had been paid, that money, along with 


the other aids to the road, would have put it 
in the following position: All the debts could 
have been wiped out ‘and 6 per cent per an- 
num paid on the stock, the company now 
could own a railroad worth at least 40 will- 
ions and unsold lands worth 12 millions, be- 
sides which more than 54 million dollars 
could have been saved to shippers by reduced 
rates of transportation. 

All schemes which contemplate the avoid- 
ance of payment of whatever is honestly due 
from the Pacific railroad companies ought to 
be sat down upon remorselessly, and the es- 
tates which have been built up by plundering 
them be made to disgorge. There is no more 
reason why the holders of those ill-gotten 
gains should be allowed to retain them while 
the people foot the bills than there is for al- 
lowing the common thief to claim ownership 
of the property he has stolen and fee his la w- 
yers with part of the money, It is pretty hard 
to tell just what is best to be done with the 
lines and their indebtedness, but one thing 
ought to be insisted on as a sine qua non, 
which is that the scoundrelly thieves or their 
heirs shall be made to give up as much of the 
plunder as rer remains in their possession. 
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THE HAWAIIAN AFFAIR. > 

It is unquestionable that the President was 
actuated by his fear of public indignation in 
ordering the cruiser Philadelphia to Hono- 
lulu. His beiated action, however, should 
not screen him from a thorough investigation 
of all the circumstances of the situation. The 
Senate should call for the very latest news 
which bas been received at the State Depart- 
ment from the islands so as to clear up what 
is now a mystery. 

At 12 o’clock Saturday last the Secretary 
of the Navy reported that half a dozen war 
vessels were lying idle at San Francisco, and 
prior to that time the President had had offi- 
cial reports of the royalist revolution. He 
stubbornly refused, however, to order oge of 
them to tne islands. A few hours later he 
changed his mind and gave his consent that 
the Philadelphia should go there at once, 
What had transpired to induce him to alter 
his purpose in that brief period? Was it be- 
cause he feared the possibility that a cyclone 
might strike him from the Senate? Or was 
it because more news had come of a dangér- 
ous nature? 

The President announced some time ago 
that he had washed his hands of the whole 
Hawaiian business and left it with Congress, 
and yet after that announcement te is found 
conducting private negotiations with the 
royalist Commissioners which he publicly 
concedes were not official. He concedes 
further that he expressed to them his sympa- 
thy with their cause, his regret that his plans 
in their behalf had failed, and his equal re- 
gret that he could do nothing further because 
Congress had control of the situation. But 
he did do something further. The Phila- 
delphia was ordered away after this announce- 
ment in the face of the warnmg of. Admiral 
Walker that there would be a royalist upris- 
ing and that American interests would be left 
unprotected and possibly endangered. What 
has occurred vindicates the judgment of the 
Admiral. It will de interesting to know 
now what has happened and by the 
Philadelphia is dispatched to Honolulu with 
so much haste if the revolution is as trivial as 
the President seeks to make it out, and why 
he so suddenly changed his intentions. Con- 
gress ought now to begina fresh investigation 
at the poiot where it left off last year. It 
should ascertain at whose suggestion the Phil- 
adelphia was ordered away and why; what 
was the exact nature of the mission of the 
royalists to Washington, who saw them, and 
what transpired; also if one and possibly 
more of these Commissioners were not at that 
very time engaged in purchasing and ship- 
ping arms from Canada or British Columbia 
to Hawaii, and who supplied the money; also 
whether the com mission was given to under- 
stand that the administration sympathized 
with them and would recognize whatever they 
might accomplish. There are grave suspi- 
cions at least that the policy of infamy is still 
at work in an ungerhanded way. The least that 
Congress can do, therefore, is to call for ail 
the correspondence and papers relative to 
this Hawaiian business that it may determine 
if there be a sufficient basis for further inves- 
tigation. Tho tardy surrender of the Presi- 
dent should not be allowed to interfere. 


THE PUPULIST ELECTION JUDGES. 

A local Democratic paper says that the 
Republican gang politicians are pulting up a 
peculiar job in regard to the precinct judges 
of election, They propose to give in” each 
precinct one judge to the Democrats, take 
one judge themselves, and give the Populists 
one judge.“ 

This is a great discovery. After Judge 
Scaies had been defeated by a rather decided 
majority, and saw the people wanted ho more 
of him or of his methods, he endeavored to 
nullify their vote of condemnation as far as 
he could by filling a vacancy on the board in- 
stead of leaving the mafter to his successor, 
as he should have done. 

The Commissioner thus appointed him, 
in violation of common decency, was a Popu- 
list. To the presence of that Commissioner 
on the board is due the determination to give 
the party he belongs to one of the election 
judges in all but a few of the precincts, Had 
the board been controlled by the Republicans 
no such arrangement would have been made. 
The old plan of dividing the judges between 
the two parties, giving one the second man in 
even and the other in odd precincts, would 
ha ve been adhered to. 

What this Democratic paper calls a pe- 
culiar job is the result of the peculiar action 
of Judge Scales, whose election it favored and 
whose course in appointing a Populist Com- 
missioner it did not disapprove of. The Re- 
publicans are not responsible for nor do they 
view with pleasure this proposed selection of 
Populist judges. They remember that some 
years ago, during the brief existence of a 
labor party here, one of its members was 
made an Election Commissioner, and in each 
precinct an elleged laborite was chosen as 
judge. But nearly all these men had been 
Democrats, and when they came to act as 
judges they showed they were Democruts 
#till, Practically the Democrats had two 
judges in every precinct. 

The Republicans know that the majority of 
the men who voted the Populist ticket last 
November voted the Democratic one in 1892. 
How many of them will be Democrats again 
by April they do notknow. If many of them 
do, then when the Mayoralty election is held 
the Democrats will havea great majority of 
the judges. That is why Republican politi- 
cians dislike the plan of the Election Board, 
and they will be rather amused when they are 
told there are Republican oackers of that 
plan. 

The Commissioners have agrees i on it and 
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the judges due exclusively to the act of the 
late Demoeratic County Judge, who conceived 
that he was working in the interest of his 
party. 3 

REFORMING THE JUDICIAL SYSTEM. 

It is stated in a joint resolution now before 
the Legislature that— 

Wuereas, Our present judicial system is in- 
volved and intricate, and is not consistent with 
the proper dispatch of business in our 
and should be readjusted and modified ; 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That a convention is necessary to re- 
vise, alter, and amend the Constitution of this 
State. 

The whereas” is true. The “ resolyed”’ 
isnot. It is not necessary to amend the Con- 
stitution to secure the proper dispatch of 
business in the courts, It can be done by 
law, if the lawyers in the Legislature will per- 
mit. Gov. Altgeld said in his message: 

We borrowed our system of jurisprudence from 
England more than a century ago when it was 
loaded down with absurd distinctions and formal- 
ities, We have clung tenaciously to its faults 
while England long ago brushed them aside. 
Three-quarters of a century ago that country bo- 
gan to reform its judicial procedure by wiping 
out all useless distinctions and formalities and 
making all procedure simple, and disposing of 
each case promptly on its merits, and their ap- 
pellate courts now revise cases only when it is 
shown that an actual injustice has been done and 
not simply because some rule or useless formali- 
ty has been disregarded. As regards the admin- 
istration of justice we are today three-quarters 
of a century behind that country from which we 
borrowed our system. We may be great in poli- 
tics but do not yet lead the way in statesmanship. 
The whole system should be revised and simpli. 
fied so that it will give our people more prompt 
and speedy justice and less tinespun law. 

It is not necegsary to amend the Constitu- 
tion to make procedure simple.“ It is not 
necessary to amend the Constitution in order 
„to wipe out useless distinctions and formal- 
ities.” Prompt and speedy justice can be 
obtained by legislation if the lawyers who 
are always powerful in the General Assembly 
do not work for the perpetuation of vener- 
able abuses which are costly to the litigants 
but which may be profitable to them. If they 
will not allow a Legislature to simplify ju- 
dicial practice, they will not allow a constitu- 
tional convention to take any steps in that 
direction. What@they would do were sucha 
convention held would be to make provision 
for more Judges and for more intermediate 
courts. 

The assertion that a revision of the Con- 
stitution is necessary in order that nen may 
get justice promptly and without denial) is an 
audacious falsehood. It is shown to be such 
by the fact that not one of those who favor a 
convention for that alleged purpose ventures 
to state what changes in the judicial system 
are desirable. Were he to mention any 
changes the reply would be either this can 
be done without amending the Constitution 
or“ this change cannot be made without an 
amendment, but it isan undesirable change 
and should not be made.“ 


THE HOUSE PASSES THE POSTOFFICE BILL. 

The bill appropriating four million dollars 
for the erection of a new government build mg 
in this city went through the House yesterday 
by a vote of yeas 197, nays 51. The com- 
mittee consisting of Postmaster Hesing, 
Mayor Hopkins, and others which went to 
Washington for the purpose of securing the 
consideration of the bill did its work well and 
is entitled to the thanks of Chicagoana It 
made a dead set at Speaker Crisp, as Tus 
Trrpune advised, and succeeded in getting 
from him all that was needed—an opportuni- 
ty ta let the House vote on the measure. 

Nothme remains now but to get the bill 
through the Senate. That ought not to be a 
difficult task, for five’ weeks yet remain be- 
fore final adjournment; and while Senators 
may not be as familiar with the frightful con- 
dition of the present building as the House 
members are, for the matter has been dis- 
cussed in that body only, yet they know very 
well that there shouid bea new building as 
soon as possible. If there are Sentitors who 
are so unfriendly to this city on general prin- 
ciples that they will make a serious effort to 
defeat thie measure they have not shown 
themselves as yet. 

Should the Senate be slow to act then it will 
be necessary to send to Washington again the 
committee which has once done such good 
work there. It Mu be odd if its members 
are aot able to push things alung and induce 
the Senate to unite with the House in the 
passage of a bill which will do something to 
redeem the record of the Fifty-third Congress. 

So there is an excellent prospect now that 
a new building, which has been needed so 
long and which Chicagoans have labored for 
80 assiduously, will replace the ruin which has 
lessened the efficiency of the postal service 
and disfigured the city for so many years, 
Of course it will be many months, if the bill 
passes, before a new building is erected. The 
government does not move with the rapidity 
of Chicagoans, or with half as much rapidity. 
It will take over two years to complete the 
job, so it is possible that Mr. Hesing, like 
Moses, may see the promise land he has 
labored to gain for the people and yet be un- 
able to enter into it. But after the Chicago- 
ans once know that they are to have a new 
structure they will endure with reasonable pa- 
tience the slow-going movements of govern- 
ment urchitects and builders.

what spent itself, or vmtil some new crime 
has given rise to a new sensation, he is not in 
dunger. Even if he be arrested, delays piled 
upon delays, technicalities, disagreements, 
appeals, theleniency of juries or the leniency 
of Governors, political and private influence, 
all combine to operate in his favor until the 
public impulse is dulled into indifference and 
sometimes into actual forgetfulness, and the 
murderer escapes. The Examiner closes its 
discussion with the warning words: There 
is need that we should bring into this matter 
a great deal more of ‘sonscience and common 
sense and justice; justice to the innocent as 
well as to the guilty; justice to the 10,000 
men that are sure to be murdered in the year 
of 1895, unless the hand of justice shall in- 


ter pose.

: Perier formally vacated his apartments in the

HUMAN OARGO ALL AOGOUNTED FOR 


Capt. Conlon Figures That Ne Ose Was 
Lost on Wrecked Packet. 

Lovuisvitie, Ky., Jan. 21.—According to 
Capt. Conlon not a single man was lost in 
the wrecking of the steamer State of 
Missouri. Following is a list of the persons 
who were on board when the collision 
occurred: Cabin passengers, 9; deck pas- 
sengers, 2; officers and crew, 68; total, 79. 
Thirty-three persons arrived here on the Tell 
City Sunday night. There were thirteen per- 
sons, including officera and passengers, at 
Alton; the steward, the two pastrymen, and 
the two cooks were known to be on the 
Kentucky side of the river at a farmhouse; 
three pasvengers had been taken from the 
river by the steamer City of Owensboro; Mr.

gers, Messrs. Garland and Graves, were 
at house of Farmer Hardin, on 
the Kentucky side of the river, and 
the other twenty are accounted 


for at various other places. This left only 
one man to be heard from and that was Jo- 
seph Braxton, a colored fireman, whose home 
is in Cincinnati.

PIRST GREAT FIGHT OF THE SESSION. 


Struggle in the South Dakota Senate on 
the Resubmission Question. 
Pn, S. D., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—The 
Senate today passed unanimously Gen. Pease’s 
bill giving the Taylor Investigating commit- 
tee $1,000 for expenses and power to sum- 
mon witnesses and punish recalcitrant ones 
by a fine of $100 and imprisonment; also to 
hir a stenographer and to travel as much as 
may be necessary.

INDIANA DEMOORATS TRY A BLUFF. 


Their Talk Against the Doorkeeper Does 
Nat Result in Action. 
Inp1anAPouis, Ind., Jan. 21.—|(Special.]—

tion of the office of Doorkeeper of the Senate 
had no result when the Senate met today and 
it begins to look as if the whole thing was a 
bluff.

STRUGGLE TO GET HOME FROM WORK. 


Kast-Bound Trafiic Is Suc pended and West- 
Bound Cars Are Far Apart. 

West-Siders living along the Van Buren 
street horse-car line who wanted to get down- 
town last night between 7 and 8 o’clock were 
compelled to walk, as the east-bound runs 
were practically suspended. While the snow 
was not very heavy the wind blew fiercely, 
sifting it into drifts’ that greatly impeded 
traffic and filled up the rails very 
fast when the big track cleaners 
were not running. Owing to delays 
caused b breaks in the cable line 
earlier in evening the efforts of the street 
railway men were mainly directed to clearing 
the way for the west-bound traffic so as to get 
the belated peopie home. While they were 
doing this the cars became massed down- 
town and the east-bound tracks were fast cov- 
ered by the drifts. On the Madison street 
cable there was a somewhat similar condition 
of affairs, but the cars were at no time 
completely stalled. They got blocked at 
down-town end going west and the 
result was a ecarcity of cars for the east- 
bound traffic, making the trains few and far 
apart. At the general office of the company 
Superintendent Fuiler said the delay was 
more on account of the grips slipping than 
from snow blockade. There were ac@idents 
to two grips on the Van Buren street cable 
during the 6 o’clock rush. 4 Halsted 
street train east-bound stopped at Vah Buren 
and Clinton streets because the grip would 
no longer hold the cable. The passengers 
hau to get out into the storm and wait till the 
train was pulled off the track. They were 
transferred to the next train and when the 
wrecking crew arrived the train was put on 
the opposite track and pulled to the car barn. 
The other accident happened in the tunnel. 
It was caused by a break in the grip. The 
train was delayed ten minutes while the crew 
put in another grip, A trailer was derailed 
on West Madison street, but was hauled aside 
and traffic little delayed.

members were suspicious, but when they 
were shown the coaditions which were de- 
stroying life and health they came back to 
Congress and reported unanimously in favor 
of the passage of the bill and the appropria- 
tion of necessary money. 

Convineing Facts Are Stated. 

Mr. Hopkins quoted the report of the 
Superv sing Architect, showing it would take 
a million or so to render the present building 
habitable, and taid stress on the fact that the 
Federal Judges vacated their rooms and 
placed upon record the fact that the building 
was unsafe, Possibly the strongest argument 
was in showing the condition of the postal 
service in Chicago and the iact that 
the Postmaster there had under his 
control 2.300 employés: whose lives were 
daily in peril and the efficiency of the service 
seriously reduced by cramped and unheulthy 
quarters. He showed that Representatives 
and Senators from sixteen States recsived 
their mail through the Chicago office, and 
then clinched matters by producing the fig- 
ures which staggered even the economical 
Sayers, showing the net revenue of the Chi- 
eago office for 1893 was over $3,000,- 
000, so that the Chicago office would 
pay for its new building out of 
its own earnings long before the structure 
cuuld possibly be completed. Mr. Hopkins 
made a magnificent appeal, and was followed 
by Mr. Milliken of Maine, who created a 
laugh by saying that while at the World's 
Fair he asked a colleague with him how long 
he supposed it would take the Government of 
the United States by its usual processes to do 
the great work which the people of Illinois 
had done within two years. Well,“ said the 
other Congressman, “I think if the govern- 
ment had begun when Columbus discovered 
America and had been diligent it might have 
got about two-thirds through now.“ He paid 
a glowing tribute to the business energy of 
Chicago, and was opposed to the present bill 
only because he wagted to see the City of Chi- 
cago secure a much more magnificent build- 
ing than was proposed, which would be suffi. 
cient for government purposes for half a 
century to come. . 

Cannon on Chicago’s Side. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois made a short, 
snappy speech in favor of the bill, and sug- 
gested an amendment to quiet the fears of 
Chairman Sayers, providing that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury might enter into a con- 
tract for any portion or all of the building 
subject to appropriations to be made here- 
after. 

In order to placate the economists and for 
the purpose of securing the vaipable good 
will of the Chairman of the Appropriations 
com mittee Chairman Bankhead submitted an 
amendment extending the time for making 
plans to six months and for the completion of 
the building to three years. This amend- 
ment, with that offered by Mr. Cannon and 
another one from Chairman Sayers, provid- 
ing that the entire cost of the building 
should not exceed $4,000,000, was adopted 
without division. 

The vote was about to be taken when Gen. 
Hooker of Mississippi, who lost an arm fight- 
ing behind the defenses at Vicksburg. jumped 
into the ting and solidified the Democratic 
support for the Chicago building by declaring 
the structure stood very much in the attitude 
of the Ford’s Theater in the City of 
Washington, which was the scene of 
such a terrible ealamity. He aroused 
enthusiastic applause on both sides of the 
chamber by declaring the present buildmg, 
even if patched up, would be utterly disgrace- 
ful to the government, closing by saying: 
Let us not be niggardly about the use of 
Federal money when it saves human life and 
subserves great public interest.“ 

Mr. Springer also spoke briefly, showing 
the government was already paying $43,000 
annually for rent, and after he had gotten 
through the committee rose, the bill was re- 
ported to the House with its amendments, 
and was then passed, 

Among the other public buildings passed 
was one for South Omaha, Neb., the appro- 
priation bemg $200,000. 


VIEWS OF PROMINENT CHICAGO MEN, 


Mayor Hopkins and Others Tell How the 
Result Was Secured. 

Mayor Hopkins was well pleased when he 
received a telegram just after lunch yesterday 
that the House of Representatives had passed 
the McGann postoffice bill. 

thought the bill would pass the House,“ 
said Mr. Hopkins, but I was almost afraid 
to say so this morning. I don't think there 
will be any trouble in getting the bill through 
the Senate. When we left Washington there 
was every indication the House would pass the 
bill, but one never knows what may happen 
in a legislative body, It will be remembered 
when the measure was taken up by the House 
the last time that body adjourned while it was 
under voneiderution, but there was every rea- 
son to believe that the guns of the opposition 
were spiked this time. Great obligations are 
owing Speaker Crisp and Mr. Bankhead and 
Mr. Catchings. We bad a little conference 
toon after we got to Washington and made 
up our minds that the first thing to do was to 
get the bill advanced on the calendar. 


First Thing to Do. 


“it was highly important for us to secure 
a friendly feeling of the Committee on Rules 
and we started out in asystematic way to 
bring this about. Mr. Hesing, Judge Shope, 
and myself agreed to look after the Demo- 
cratic inembers of the committee and the Re- 
publicans in our delegation started out to 
land the Republican members. I had a long 
talk with Speaker Crisp and secured his prom- 
ike to aid us. The next morning Speaker 
Crisp, Mr. Catchings, and Mr. Outhwaite, and 
some of the other members of the Committee 
on Rules bad a conference, Our delegation, 
with several correspondents of Chicago 
papers, went around and marched in 
on them. Mr. Hesing made his 
twenty-two minute speech, which con- 
tained all the statistics regurding the 
business of the Chicago Postoffice as well as 
other facts applicable, and the result was we 
got the committee to recommend the Chicago 
postoffice bill be made a special order for to- 
day and two bours be given for its considera- 
tion. This recommendation was adopted by 
the House and we know the result. 

** There is no question as to the action of the 
Senate. The appropriation will be included 
in the sundry civil bill. and as soon as it is 
passed the Seeretary of the Treasury will be 
authorized to have plans drawn and adver- 
tise for bids.”

Mr. Aldis was of the opinion that the anx- 
iety of many Congressmen to secure an ap- 
propriation for a new printing office had had 
much to do with the success of the 8 
bill, and he believed the printing office bill 
will pass. While disclaiming any positive 
knowledge of the fact, he epined that Mayor 
Hopkius has secured the influence of Senator 
Hill with Mr. Crisp, apd that this had also 
been a factor in the victory. It was quite use- 
less to secure the aid of the administration, as 
it had no influence with the present Con- 
gress. 

Rejoicing at the Postofiice. 


There was great rejoicing among the Post- 
office employés when a telegram from Mr. 
Hesing to D. P. Cahill, his private secretary, 
saying: ** Bill has passed the House by 195 
to 51; hurrah for Chicago, cane about 3 
e’clock. Cahill danced a jig much to the 
amusement of all. When the message was 
read everybody shouted. The heads of de- 
partments all gathered around Assistant Post- 
master Hubbard to congratulate one another. 
When Chief Schlossmana told the clerks and 
carriers that the bill had passed they gave 
three cheers. The racket quickly drew a 
crowd into the corridors, trying to find out 
what was up. 

Two hundred men in the basement on 
mails and city delivery joined in the shouting. 
They more than any of the cther employés of 
the office are interested ina change of quar- 
ters. They work in a yeritable dungeon, 
away from all sunlight, and under the glare 
of the incandescent lamps. 

It it only passes the Senate, said Mr. 
Hubbard, the people of Chicago and the 
Northwest are to be congratulated, for it is 
possible to give them the best postal service 
only when proper facilities are present. Mr. 
Hesing is entitled to a great deal of credit. 
To say a new building can be completed in 
cighteen months is almost too much to hope 
for. At the same time it is a splendid thing 
to insist the work ehall be done in as short a 
time as possible. b 

Of course the Postoffice will have to be 
moved into other quarters temporarily. 
Nothing definite has been presented, Several 
plans have been suggested, among them be- 
ing the proposed erection of a one-story 
structure on the Lake-Front. In my judg- 
ment if something of that kind can be ar- 
ranged it will not onty be the most econom- 
ical but the easiest way out ot afi apparently 
difficult position. I don't know of en avail- 
able business block in the city that would 
accommodate all the departments. 

E. S. Pike has been one of the most active 
movers in getting Congress to take action on 
the Postoffice matter, and he said: 

Jam glad we have got the appropriation, 
but it strikes me we would have been better 
off had the McKaig bill been pushed through 
first. What we want is a buildmg put up as 
they are in Chicago. We don’t want the old 
style methods of the government. We would 
have to wait six or eight years before the 
building could be occupied. We ought to 
have an architect who knows what is wanted, 
and then we ought tu have the money in. a 
lump sum to pay contractors as they need it, 
instead of waiting for appropriations of a few 
hundred thousands every year. Mr. Pike 
thinks temporary quarters should be secured 
in some big office or wholesale store buiiding. 
He doesn’t favor the idea of erecting a barn to 
put the employés 11. for two or three years. 

For a temporary postoffice L. J. Barr 
thinks a suitable structure can be erected on 
the Lake-Front in six months and for 5100. 
000. He suggests a buildmg opposite the 
new library, modeled probably after the plans 
drawn a year ago when that site was talked of 
fora permanent distributing postal depot. 
His estimates of cost are about the same as 
would have to be paid out in rentals for any 
store building large enough to accom .aodate 
the business. The James H. Walker whole- 
sale house on Adams street, at the east end of 
the river bridge,“ he said, seems to 
about the only structure at all suitable 
and its location is not desirabie. The under- 
standing is it can be had at a rental of $1,000 
a week. With the best time that can be made 
the new postoffice could not be made ready 
for occupancy in less than two years.“ Mr. 
Barr argues that the construction of a tem- 
porary home for the office would give nearly 
half a year's employmeat to laboring men, 
Mr. Barr has madea rough sketch of plans 
for the modern kind of postoffice. 

Collector of Revenue Muze said: This 
piace is totally inadequate to the require- 
ments of the Federal offices. ‘Where will I 
go to during the rebuilding? That is hard to 
say. I have not yet considered the matter.

W. H. Butler from Clio and W. I. Seymour 
from Whig have been chosen as delegates to 
the Yale-Harvard debate, which takes place 
at Cambridge Friday evening. Final arrange- 
ments will be made by them and the matter 
of a triple debating union, embracing Har- 
vard, Yale, and Princeton, will probably be 
considered.

Robbery and Hold-Up, bat Arrest Only 
an Ianccent Citizen, While the Gang 
Escapes. ; 

An unknown man was held up and robbed 
at Taylor and Laflin streets early yesterday 
mcrning, and the residence of Jay W. Brown, 
at No. 191 Laflin street, close by, was raided 
by burgiars at the same hour. while four 
mem bers of the city detective force were less 
than a block away. One person was arrested. 
He was E. T. Johnson, who was aroused by the 
rapid fusillade of shots, and ran out of his 
house at No. 151 Laflin street to investigate 
the trouble. Fortunately Mr. Johnson wus 
able to satisfy the detectives of his identity. 

At Mr. Brown’s house two masked men 
went to the room of a lcdger named Louie 
Me Donald, and, holding revolvers to his head, 
compelled him to tell them where his money 
was and whether the doors leading to the other 
rooms were locked or not. They took $12 
from McDonald. aad finding there were no 
locks to break bade him put his head under 
the covers and keep it there. McDonald 
obeyed and the robbers next visited the room 
of Mr. and Mrs. Brown, who were aiso com- 
pelled to pull the blankets over their heads 
and keep quiet by having two guns pointed at 
them. While this was gomg on the baby 
cried, and one of the burglars in a gruff voice 
2 Mrs, Brown to make the child 
stop. 

Mrs. Brown did her best to quiet the child, 
and just as the robbers had found a pocket- 
book with $36 in it several shots were fired 
near the corner of Taylor street, less than a 
block distant. The shooting was done by the 
four city detectives, who happened along in 
time to chase away two footpads who were 
trying to rob an early-moving pedestrian. 
This firing alarmed the robbers in Mr. 
Brown’s house and they left in a hurry. As 
soon as they had gone Mr. Brown grabbed a 
revolver and fired three shots after them out 
of a window. It was these latter shots that 
puzzled the detectives, and, having lost the 
footpads, they ran down Laflin street to find 
out what the firing meant. Mr. Johnson, be- 
ing an early riser, was up and dressed when 
the shooting began, so he aaturally ran out to 
investigate, and in doing so ran into the arms 
of the detectives, who natbed him asa sus- 
picious character. By the time he had ex- 
plained matters it was too late to get any 
track of the thieves and the chase was aban- 
doned, 

Work of an Impudent Gang. 


Robberies, knockdowns, and hold-ups of 
men atid women are of frequent occurrence 
in this neighborhood, especially around the 
Metropolitan Elevated railway structure, and 
timid women are staying home pretty cluse 
at night unless they have a strong masculine 
escort, Most of these robberies and assaults 
are committed by two smooth-shaven, well- 
dressed young men, who are evidently well 
posted as to the movements of their victims. 
They confine their thefts exclusively to money 
and jeweiry, and pass by in contempt ail 
kinds of fur coats and rich garments. 

If the statements of policemen. attached to 
the Thirty-fifth Street Station are true, polit- 
ical influence is protecting the gang of thugs 
in that district. Arrest after arrest is made 
on charges that ought to insure the offenders 
along residence in the bridewell, but no 
matter how heavy the fines imposed by the 
Justices may be the thugs generally turn up 
inaday or two ready for fresh mischief. 
This, the police assert, is because the poli- 
ticians arealways ready to get the fines sus- 
pended by the city authorities. Knowing the 
extent of their pull“ the law-breakers are 
impudent and defiant. 


Peddiers Robbed with Impunity. 


One of the favorite pastimes of this gong 
is the robbery of Hebrew peddlers. The 
sight of a peddier with a long beard is always 
a sign of sport for the crowd if there is no 
policeman around. The unsuspecting ped- 
dler will find himself taken tirmiy by the 
beard by one of the thugs and held while the 
others go through his pack and pockets. A 
man who happened along the other day while 
a peddier was being thus treated asked one of 
the bystanders why the thugs were not 2 
vif, ** What for?“ was the answer; the boys 
are only having fun. It is rare any extreme 
violence is used unless the victim makes de- 
termined opposition, but a skull wili be 
broken readily should occasion offer. An in- 
stance of this kind occurred Friday night, for 
which two members of the gang are now un- 
der arrest. 

William Kehoe is a cripple who lives at 
No. 318 West Twenty-third street. Friday 
night, while on his way home, he was heid 
up at Thirty-sixth street and Union avenue 
by Joseph Smith and John Donovan, alias 
Muldoon, and ordered to hand over his cash. 
Kehoe remonstrated and was beaten, receiv- 
ing seven severe scalp wounds and having 
one of his ribs broken. His assailants were 
arrested and arraigned before Justice Wal- 
lace, who granted mem a continuance until 
Thursday next. Kehoe is in a serious condi- 
tion as the result of his endeavor fo retain 
the 35 cents which his assailants robbed 
him of, 

When asked about the matter yesterday the 
Desk Sergeant at the Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion said: This is one of the most serious 
cases we have had lately. We do our best to 
break up this gang, but they have too strong 
a pull for us. We arrest the offenders every 
time we have a case against them, but it 
doesn’t do any good. It they are convicted, 
which is frequentiy difficult, their fines are 
remitted onmstaid through the influence of the 
politicians, and they are out at tne old game 
in a day or two. After one of these chaps has 
found out that his friends will stand by him 
he actually defies the officérs to molest him 
and becomes worse than ever. It is only 
when we can land them on some serious 
charge like murder or burglary that there is 
any show for sending them to prison, and 
even then they sometimes get the best of us.“ 

Justice Glennon, who with Justice Walla 
holds court at the Thirty-fifth Street Station: 
says: I don’t know much about the actual 
conditions except that many of these young 
fellows are brought before me on charges of 
disorderly conduct. All Jean do is to tine 
them when the evidence warrants it, but this 
doesn’t do much good. I know frequently 
men against whom I have assessed fines that 
should send them to the brideweil for long 
terms are before me again in a day or two on 
similar charges. How thes got out I don't 
know. It may be somebody pays the fines 
for them, or has them suspended, or gets the 
offenders pardoned, but I have no knowledge 
of it, as this part of the business is oft of my 
jurisdiction.’

THE SUGAR COMPANY. 


In the Knight Case the Supreme Court 
Rules That the Combine Does Not Vio- 
Inte the Sherman Law~District-Attor- 
ney ‘a First Work Is in Connec- 
tion with Hennepin Canal Condemnua- 
tion Suite Judge Grosscup Dismisses an 
Infringement Clatm- other Court News, 


Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 21.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States rendered an opin- 
ion in the sugar trust case of the United States 
vs. E. C. Knight and others, involving the 
validity and the constitutionality of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. The decision holds the 
law to be inapplica ole to the case in hand and 
confirms the opinion of the Circuit Court. 

In his opinion Chief Justice Fuller said the 
fundamental question involved is whether, 
conceding that the existence of u monopoly 
in manufacture is establighed by the evidence, 
that monopoly can be directly suppressed un- 
der the act of Congress in the mode attempt- 
ed, He says the Supremb Court has uniform- 
ly held that under the Constitution the relief 
of the citizens of each State from the burden 
of monopoly and the evils resulting from the 
restraint of trade was for the States to deal 
with when confined to the limits of any of the 
States. Hence it becomes a question in the 
presents instance whether there has been an 
interference with inter-State or foreign com- 
merce, 

The opinion then asserts that while com- 
merce succeeds to manufacture it is nota 
part of it, and that while the exercise and 
power to control the manufacture of an arti- 
cle may result in bringing the operation of 
commerce into play, it does not control the 
commerce in that articie, and really affects it 
only incidentally and indirectly. It is laid 
down that the fact that an article is manu- 
factured for export to another State does not 
of itself make it an article of inter-State 
commerce, and the interest of the manu- 
facturer does not determine the time whea 
the article passes from the control of the 
State and belongs to commerce,”’ and further 
on, it was in the light of well-settled prin- 
ciples that the act of July 2, 1890, was 
framed. Congress did not attempt thereby 
to assert the power todeal with monopoly 
directly as such, or to limit or restrict the 
rights of corporations created by States, or 
the citizens of States in the acquisition, con- 
trol or disposition of property; or to regulate 
or prescribe the price or prices at which such 
property or the products thereof should be 
sold; or to make criminal the acts of persons 
in the acquisition and control of property 
which the States of their residence sanctioned 
or permitted.“ 

lt says that while it is clear the combina- 
tion was made for the purpose of gain this 
was not to be accomplished through the con- 
trol of inter-State commerce, In this case 
commerce merely served manufacture to ful- 
fill its function. The subject matter of the 
sale, says the opinion, was shares of man- 
ufacturmg stock and the relief sought was 
the surrendered property, which had already 
passed, apd the suppression of the alleged 
monopoly, yet the act of Congress only au- 
thorized the Circuit Courts to proceed by way 
of preventing and restraining violations of 
the act in respect of contracts, combinations, 
or conspiracies io restraint of inter-State or 
international trude or commerce.“ 

Justice Harlan, in his dissenting opinion. 
said that as the Supreme Court has hereto- 
fore held that inter-State commerce meant 
more than mere traffic between the States, 
and ineluded the buying and,selling of com- 
modities, and in view ‘of the fact that the 
Court of Appeals had stated that the object 
of the combmation of the sugar companies 
was not only for the control of the manufact- 
ure of sugar but also for ite sale, he thought 
the case was one which caine within the scope 
of inter-State commerce and was amenable 
to Congressional! action. 

Attorney-General Oiney declined to express 
any opinion on the decision today of the Su- 
preme Court in the sugar trust case until after 
he had d the whole opinion. It is known, 
however, that Mr. Olney has never had any 
faith in the ability of the government 
to enforce the Snerman anti-trust act 
against the sugar trust, and, therefore, to- 
day’s decision against the government was no 
surprise to him. It is also believed that he is 
equaliy akeptical of success against the to- 
bacco trust or any of the organizations With 
the possible exception of that of railroads. 


Takes Up Condemnation Suits, 

Judge Seaman, in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday afterncon, took up the trial of 
the condemnation suits of the government for 
right of way through Bureau County for the 
Hennepin Canal. Since the death of Attorney- 
General Dixon the canal matters were held in 
abeyance and were among the first matters to 
which Gen. Black gave his attention after his 
appointment. Last week a jury was impaneled 
to try the cases and went down to the canal to 
view the property. The land before the present 
jury is a strip four miles long by 250 feet wide, 
and owned by the estate of Joseph Dooher. 
George Kitchman, John Kitchman. John Dooher, 
Testimony as to the 
value of the several lands is being presented by 
the owners. The cause is the first one in which 
Gen. Black has appeared as the District Attor- 
ney. 


Not a Patentable Article. 

Judge Grogscup yesterday handed down an 
opinion of interest to job printers and others 
who have been using the Poole patented device 
for hanging circulars, cards, and tickets in 
offices. Rand, McNally & Co. are the owners of 
the patent, and they brought suit against Knight, 
Leonard & Co. for infringement. Judge Gross- 
cup dismissed the suit, holding that the device 
had been in use for many years before it was 
patented, and that it was such that any me- 
chanic would have suggested to cure the defects 
of the ordinary hook.

SHIPMENTS STIMULATED BY CUT RATES, 


There Is a Material Increase 
Week's Exst-Bound Shipments, 

Rate-cutting by the Eastern lines had a 
stimulating effect on east-bound shipments 
last week, There was an increase in through 
shipments from Chicago East over those of 
the week previous of about 7,000 tons, and 
the decrease from last year’s was not over 40 
per cent. If the present Jemoralization in

AN EXTRA SESSION UNAVOIDABLE. 


Republicans Must Provide for the Needs 
of the Treasury. 


New York Recorder: As the days slip by 
without any action at all in Congress to in- 
crease the revenues of the government, which 
ig the one thing that needs to be done, the 
opinion strengthens at Washington that there 
will be an extra session. 

It will be no fault of the Republican side of 
the Senate. Mr. Chandler is drivea to this. 
There are good party reasons why the Repub- 
licans are not anxious to be summoned to the 
task of organizing the Senate and legislating 
the Treasury out of the slough of difficulties 
into which this Democratic Congress has 
landed it and in which it threatens to leave it 
when it goes home, 

There are still better patriotic reasons why 
they should be averse, as they are, to an extra 
session. The country needs rest from chronic 
agitation and patchwork legislation. The 
tariff cannot be thorouy.aly revised on Re- 
publican lines till 1897. Therefore it is bet 
ter to let it alone. 

The currency issue cannot be solved in the 
radical bimetallic way until 1897. Therefore 
it is better to let that alone, too. 

On the whole, the best thing for the country 
is a complete cessation of Congressional effort 
from March to December. 

Nevertheless, if the Republican Congress is 
convened in March or April next it wiil come 
together ready to do something practical and 
to the point. 

The Republican leaders in both branches 
have already given square notice that they are 
ready now. or later on in extra session, to 
pass bills to provide whatever additional reve- 
nues the government needs to pay its way and 
give it a reasonable surplus. 

This is the attitude of Mr. Reed in the House 
and of all the leading Republican’ Senators, 
including the silver men. 

But if revenue bills have to be passed by an 
extra session they will be Republican revenue 
bills. They will give the Treasury the money 
it needs, either by restoring imports to the 
dutiable list that are now free, or by provid- 
ing for a horizontal increase of 10 or 15 per 
cent to the duties fixed by the Gorman tariff. 

Revenue from imports is the Republican 
way of filling the Treasury, and if there is an 
extra session Mr. Cleveland will have to take 
his relief that way or not at all.

Shooting from Housetop-«. 


Suddeaty a pistol shot was fired from a 
housetop and in less than ten seconds many 
shots rang out from various points on_ the 
tops ot the tenements and out of the windows 
all along the line. 
pistols of the thugs rattled against the sides 
of the car the policemen on the front and 
back platforms drew their revolvers and fired 
at the crowd on the roofs. of the 
tenements. The first shots created a terrible 
state of excitement in the assembled throng, 
anda determined effort was made to drive 
the militia from the streets. The mounted 
police then put spure to their horses and gal- 
loping towards the crowd drew their revolvers 
and each officer fired a shot. 

Near Knickerbocker avenue some ope in 
crowd yelled Sock it to the soldiers,” and 
the Seventh boys became the targets for mis- 
siles. After several efforts by the mob to 
compel the militia to retreat the Captain of 
Company F saw the only way to repel the 
mob was to fire into it. In order to intimi- 
date the crowd the word Ready!“ was given, 
but the tones of the Captain had hardly been 
heard before the crowd commenced to howl 
that the militiamen were going to shoot. At 
first the crowd fell back, but when the word 
to fire was not given promptly they returned 
to the assault. Bricka and stones were thrown 
repeated!y at the stalled car, and the men in- 
side crawled under the seats to avoid injury. 


Militia Opens Fire. 


The word flre was finally given by the 
Captain and immediately 100 rifles were 
brought into position, A second and then a 
helching fire was poured from the muzzles of 
the guns. But the militiamen had evi- 
dently been ordered to shoot over 
the heads of the men, because no one of the 
assailants was injured, The crowd of 2,000 
people fell back and all ex to see dead 
and dying around them. y retreated and 
men, women, and children were trampled upon. 
But still the people in houses along the street 
kept throwing stones out of upper-storyjwin- 
dows, and in one case a man was noticed with 
a gun in his hand. car then proceeded 
on its way to the station at Ralph avenue. 

It was foggy and nearly dark when the riot 
took place. If any one was injured the peo- 
ple in the car would have knownit. One of 
the car passengers says there is no possible 
question the militia fired towards the crowd 
and little above their heads. All the 
way along after the trouble the streets were 
lined, but the news that there had been shoot- 
ing further back frightened the crowds, and 
they offered little resistance. At Bushwick 
avenue it was concluded it was safe for the 
militia to leave thé guard, and the car pro- 
ceeded under the protection of the police 
alone. 

First Battery Attacked, 

Capt. Kitzer was in charge of the police 
that guarded the car and Companies A, F. and 
H of the Seventh Regiment were commanded 


by Adjutant George J. Cochrane. There 
had been serious disturbance in this same 
vicinity earlier in the afternoon. About 


2 o'clock the First Battery of the First on 
ade, commanded by Capt. Louis Wendell 
was attacked by a mob with stones at Broad- 
way and Green avenue. Several of the artil- 
lerymen were seriously injured. The artillery- 
men stationed at the power-house at the foot of 
Division avenue were called to the aid of the 
battery. ‘They came galloping up Broadway 
at a terrific rate. The people scattered in all 
directions. Company D of the Eighth Sat- 
talion passed up Broadway to the scene of the 
trouble to beip disperse the mob, 

All along the route the switches were found 
to be clogged with a solid mass of stone 
and obstructions of all kinds confronted 
the party. By the time the car reached 
Broadway it was a complete wreck. 
One of the militiamen was struck on the bead 
with a stone and was carried away uncon- 
scious. Mounted Policemen Sloothoft and 
Young were injured by stones. One of the 
mob is said to have been shot. 

The first battery went on to its pläce of 
duty at Fulton and Alabama avenues, East 
New York, and piaced a gun at the crossing 
of those thoroughfares. Other guns were 
placed at the side and rear of the car stable 
and were unlimbered. The crowd grew so de- 
fiant the police were ordered to clear them 
away. 
Tear Up the Trolley Tracks. 

At 2:15 p. m. a mob had torn up the trol- 
ley tracks for three blocks, starting at Gates 
and Central avenues. Capt. Roe of Troop A 
of the First Brigade. with two platoons 
of forty men, left Tompkins avenue and 
Fulton street for Green and Sumner 
avenue, where a mob was overturn cars. 
A Gates avenue car was wrecked at Wickoff 
avenue, Three Gates avenue cars were béset 
at Nostrand avenue and stoned by several 
thousand people. Several policemen were 
badly beaten here. The motorman and con- 
ductor on another Gates avenue car were 
knocked unconscious with stones near Knick- 
erbocker avenue. Niue cars were sent out 
from the Ridgewood Avenue Station, but ali 
were smnashed up. 

While taking a car down Gates avenue at 
6 o'clock from the Ridgewood Avenue Depot 
two pulicemen, James Dugan and Thomas 
Galligan of the Second Precinct, were shot 
by people in the crowd. Dugan was hit in the 
hand and Gallian in the arm. A woman named 
Kate Kearney threw a flower-pot from the 
window of her home, No. 1467 Gates avenue, 
at another car. and a crowd on the sidewalk 
cheered her. Police Captain Kitzer of the 
Twentieth Precinct broke into the house, ar- 
rested the woman, and took her to the station 
house. He was attacked by the mob while on 
the way there. 


Complicated by the Troops. 


If anything. the situation in Brooklyn was 
complicated by the calling out of the State 
troops. who do not carry the respect of the 
community even tothe extent that the po- 
lice do, and Mayor Schieren was roundly de- 
nounced on all sides today for loading Kings 
County with an expenditure of $12,000 a 
day to keep up this empty and riot provoking 
show of force, Some went so far as to say 
there would never have been any demonstra- 
tions if the State troops had not been called 
out and assert the police were amply able to 
control the strikers. 

The New York regiments marched for the 
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green avenues. Companies A, F, and H of 
the Seventh had been detailed to this point to 
keep matters quiet and to assist in getting the 
trolley cars under way over the Green and 


The first car was started about 5 o’cloek. 
It was occupied by railroad officials, report- 
ers, and non-union men, and was guarded by 
the three militia companies marching in front, 
flanked by fifty policemen and 
policemen.

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ALLEN CITES THE LAW 


OOUNTY BOARD MUST GIVE OON- 
TRAOTS TO LOWEST BIDDER. 


Warm Discussion Over the Feeding of 
Juries=Clarendon Hotel Offers to Do 
It Cheaper than the Revere House, bat 


Cannot Get the Award=—Commissioners 
Get Into a Tangle of Words Over the 
Treatment of Inmates of the County In- 
“stitution—General Municipal News. 

Commissioner Allen told the members of 
the County board at its meeting yesterday of 
the duties of their office, and the penalties at- 
tached for the willful neglect of the same. 
The matter came up in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Service, which recommend- 
ed that the contract for dieting jurors should 
be awatded to the Revere House, although 
the Clarendon Hotel had submitted a [much 
lower bid. Commissioner Allen has fought 
the letting of this contract ever since it has 
been before the inembers of the board, and 
yesterday when he saw that the Commission- 
ers were determined to let the contract to an- 
other than the lowest bidder he read the law 
upon the awarding of contracts, and went 
further and read the section which provides a 
penalty of a fine not exceeding $10,000 and 
removal from office for malfeasance of their 
official positions. He claims that there was 
no argument against the responsibility of the 
lowest bidder which would hold good. An at- 
tempt was made to award the contract to the 
Revere House but failed. The matter was re- 
ferred for the fourth time back to the Public 
Service committee. 

No little excitement was created at the ses- 
sion when the report of the Dunning investi- 
gation was called up. Commissioner Jones 
refused to accept the report and asserted that 
the investigation was nothing more than a 
farce. He said that the evidence, as he heard 
it, had shown that. fighting, brawling, and 
drinking were prevalent at the Dunning in- 
stitution; that patients had been whipped by 
intoxicated attendants, and that at least one 
poor wretch had been confined for three 
weeks in the hospital ward as the result of the 
beating he had received from the attendants. 
Supervisor Brokoop was weak, unfaithful, and 
cowardly in tho discharge of his duty, he 
claimed. Every charge preferred against the 
management had been sustained, he said. He 
maintained that the evidence had shown that 
baseball bats and clubs had been kept in the 
ward to use to subdue the patients, and ended 
by asserting that if the Civic Federation 
would investigate the hospital it would find 
evidence to send many of the attendants to 
prison. 

Cornmissioners Munn, Struckman, Bur- 
meister, and Allen protested against this 
statement. Mr. Struckman insisted that Mr. 
Jones’ statement was false and that the proof 
which he had obtained of these outrages had 
come from discharged attendants, who them- 
selves had been proven to have committed the 
very acts with which they accused others. 
Commissioner Burmeister said he guessed 
the real reason for Mr. Jones’ outburst was 
that Mr. Nash had not given his men places 
at the institution. Commissioner Allen said 
it was the firet time he had ever heard a Com- 
missioner deliberately charge one of their 
number with an attempt to hoodwink and de- 
fraud tne public. Mr. Allen defended. Mr. 
Struckman, Chairman; of the investigating 
committee, and said that he felt sure he knew 
well the truth of the whole matter when he 
made his report. 

The report of the committee was passed, 
only.Commissioners Cunning and Jones vot- 
ing against its acceptance. report was 
amended recommending the discharge of the 
supervisor of the institution.

Mayor Hopkins Says the Department Will 
Keep Within the Appropriation. 

In reference to the action of the Fiuance 
committee instructing Superintendent of 
Police Brennan todrop 320 men from the 
pay roll of his department Mayor Hopkins 
said yesterday such a course was not necés- 
sary. The department, said the Mayor, 
** will keep the expenses within the amount of 
money required, taking last year’s appropria- 
tion asa basis. As I understand it this is 
what the Finance committee asks, and it as- 
sumed that in order to do this 320 men will 
have to be dropped. I do not think it ad- 
visable to reduce the police force at this 
time when there are so many burglaries and 
robberies being committed. It will take 
all the men we have to contend with tne crim- 
inal element. I do not insinuate t 
Finance committee has exceeded its author. 
ity, nor do I insist that the order should have 
come direct from the Council. While there 
may be some difference of opinion on that 
question, I do not think we will get in a quar- 
rel with the Fiuaace committee. So far as 
the other departments are concerned we have 
been cutting down expenses for several 
months and have got them about as low as 
they can be made, I will have a financial 
statement regdy in a few days which will 
show that the expenditures of the year 1894 
are $1,000,000 less than for the year 1893.“ 


WILL REPORT ON ALL FAVORABLY.
